#3545 1772 British %d. Circulating counterfeit accepted by the public 

knowing it was counterfeit. 

#4364 1787 Machins Mills, New York copper imitation halfpence. This 

piece was coined when dated and was not in violation of the law. 

Vlack #12. Genuine Machins copper. 

#4873 $1 Bechtler 27G 21C in brass. Colon after DOL spread too widely. 

C distant from A in CAROLINA. Sp. gr. 7.7. A circulating counter- 
feit of that gold dollar variety. 

#4840 1839 50 cent 0 Mint. The genuine pieces do have a double cut bottom 

on the mint mark and only one die is known. This coin has a wider 
0 which appears to have tampering within it and around it. The coin 
is genuine but the mint mark may be added. This is not a later strike 
than 1839. The reverse is abnormal being 180 degrees off. Get another 
opinion on whether the mint mark is added. 

#4884 1737 Higley. Obverse with VALVE. Reverse with I AM GOOD COPPER. 

Obverse has heavy wide die break in field over deer. Taxay #83. 

Crosby obverse of 20 with reverse of 21. Three known including 
this. 155% grains. Sp. gr. 8.0. Genuine. 

#4975 Meyers & Co. $18 Gold Bar. Each letter of strange legend separately 

stamped in. (The published Meyers & Co. bar has single punch for text). 
No weight shown. No shape. C is probably for California. U.S. is 
unnatural and queer. Ficticious forgery. 

#5008 1792 Half Disme. 22 grains. 8.8 sp. gr. The edge should be milled 

diagonally but is not. The edge is filed causing horizontal streaks 
and shows extensive tampering. There is a port or circular stem 
in the center of the edge next to I in SCIENCE. There are two raised 
circular lumps on the left side of the lady's chest; tiny lumps 
under IND; and a raised circular lump just above the base line and in 
the middle of the first N. These lumps are inperfections of an 
electrotype and are not on genuine pieces. The specific gravity is 
too low for a silver coin. This is a forgery made from joining silver 
electrotype shells.

#5105 1798 10 Cent. Genuine. 

#5133 1804 Cent. Genuine. 

#4896, Ned Barnsley (the owner) is the expert on Connecticut coppers. We 

#4897, cannot give him a metal analysis for the fee paid. My opinion 

#4898, is that the two suspected pieces (Miller 5-F.5 and 5.4-G which are 

#4899. #4896 and #4897) are genuine and are struck on planchets which were 

of poor quality. If the copper is cast thick, and rolled thin and 
annealed along the way it produces better texture. If copper is cast 
thin and cold rolled and not annealed well it will be of much poorer 
and rougher quality. The piece with lumps was struck on a lumpy 
planchet as the lumps have the design on them. I have seen no evidence 
of sand casting of American coppers. Granulation and crystallization 
can be caused by too abrupt quenching or cooling.

copper may have some tin in it because the specific gravity is slightly 
low. No metallic analysis made. 

#6107 Feuchtwanger Cent 1837. Genuine but somewhat discolored. 

#5459 New Jersey 1787 Cent Maris 43-d. This is not incuse because the legend 

and design would have to be mirror image (left on right and right on left) 
to be incuse. The depression of the originally raised parts of the coin 
on both sides was caused by (1) a normal chemical discoloration or oxida- 
tion while in circulation accompanied by (2) heavy circulating wear on 
the raised parts eliminating all the protective coating on the high parts 
and (3) burial in wet ground or sea water contact or some slow acid contact 
which ate away the unprotected high parts at a much faster rate than it could 
attack the coated field of the coin. Thus the high parts were eaten into 
much more than the field leaving the field higher than the originally 
raised parts. 

#5772 1776 Pewter Continental Dollar EG Fecit Newman 3-D. Oval obverse shape. 

305 grains. Specific Gravity 7.7. Reverse 55 degrees clockwise if turned 
on vertical axis. Edge very crushed or weak. Normally toned. Very light 
reverse die crack through links. Genuine.

4. Coins in ANACS Custody, 1972-74 . Average value of coins 
received, as stated by owners, is approximately $325; however, 
the occasional receipt of one or more coins assigned values of 
$20,000 or more raises this average substantially. The figures 
below include (1) coins in safety deposit box at Union Trust 
Bank, (2) coins on ANACS premises, including those retained 
until proper fee is submitted, (3) coins undergoing laboratory 
analysis, and (4) coins sent to ANACS consultants. Normally, 
approximately 100 coins are held by consultants.

5 . AN ACS Publicity . The grass roots demand for the services 
of ANACS is so strong, in the opinion of the Director based on 
incoming mail and telephone inquiries, that an extensive publi- 
city campaign probably would be counterproductive. We should not 
seek more volume than we can process with accuracy and reason- 
able speed, because this would result in a major backlog of 
coins and many dissatisfied customers. Efforts to draw customers 
should be coordinated with plans to fulfill their needs promptly.

An article prepared by the Director on ANACS ' s recent pro- 
gress which appeared in Coin World, January 23, 1974, is made 
part of this report, and appears in the appendix. 

6. Protection of ANACS Records. All records necessary to 
re-identify coins returned to ANACS are stored in our Washington 
office. This has been a convenience to the staff, because we 
have been able to satisfy customer inquiries more efficiently 
than we could if these records were stored at an isolated 
location . 

Governor Eldridge Jones has pointed out that either fire or 
burglary could result in the loss of documents which could not 
be replaced. He recommends that we arrange for microfilm records 
to be stored elsewhere, so the continued availability of early 
records would be assured under any foreseeable circumstance. 


I recognize the need for a system of secured duplicate record 
storage, and urge the Board of Governors to study this weakness in 
ANACS operations. I have not shopped for microfilm equipment, but 
I plan to do so in the next several months. A plan for creating 
a remote record storage system will be presented at the August 
Board meeting.

7. Future Staff Requirements. I believe that both ANA 
Headquarters and ANACS could serve ANA members more adequately 
if the Board of Governors would permit the ANA President and 
Executive Director some freedom to hire needed personnel as 
justified by monthly or quarterly increases in workload. 

The present ANACS staff is sufficient to meet the present 
needs of the Certification Service. But please note in the 
first section of this report that the enlargement of the staff 
in mid-November, 1973, created a marked increase in activity 
by January 1974. Our customers are becoming encouraged by the 
more efficient service, and many are already sending more coins 
to ANACS each month. 

I believe that this trend will continue, because we are now 
able to satisfy more than 95% of our customers. 

In the event that our volume should accelerate faster than 
our present expectations, we should not cause our customers to 
become dissatisfied simply because the available staff cannot 
process the material as rapidly as it is submitted. A small 
degree of staff flexibility should be entrusted to those most 
familiar with ANACS operations. 

Please grant one or two individuals (preferably the ANA 
President and Executive Director) the authority to consider ANACS 
staff requirements on a monthly basis, and to direct the ANACS 
Director to employ one individual at a salary not to exceed 
$8,000 annually, in any capacity designated by the ANA President 
and Executive Director. Such employment should be guaranteed to 
the employee for not less than 12 months, unless performance in 
the position is inadequate. 

8 . ANACS Travel Reimbursement for Governors . ANA Board 
members should have personal knowledge oT the daily operations 
of ANACS. Accordingly, I ask the Board of Governors to provide 
that : 


Any and every member of the ANA Board of Governors who resides 
more than 100 miles from Washington, D.C., and who has not visited 
ANACS during the most recent 12 months, be authorized to travel to 
Washington to observe and participate in ANACS operations for 
three to five working days at ANACS ' s expense as follows: 

Travel, hotel and meals, as well as other expenses normally 
and properly accepted as associated with ANA service, be charged 
to ANACS and reimbursed in accordance with ANA policy.

9. Recognit ion for Services to ANACS . The four salaried 
members of the ANACS staff are dependent upon many volunteers 
for support necessary to sustain the service. Two actions are 
recommended to the Board to recognize exceptional service to 
ANACS during its formative years: 


(A) The Board of Governors is asked to establish an ANACS 
Exceptional Service Award, to be awarded annually to the 
person or persons who are most worthy of recognition for eir 
services during the past two or three years. 


(B) There is reason to recognize two individuals who 
have served ANACS since its inception: First, Fred Frank, who 

developed all coin negatives and printed all certificates from 
June 1972 through October 1973, at little if any profit, and 
with much personal sacrifice; and, secondly, Robert Lipton, who 
until recently headed the staff of the Jefferson Memorial and 
now serves in public relations at the John F. Kennedy Center 
for the Performing Arts. Mr. Lipton has given more than 200 
hours of his free time to ANACS, and has loaned personal prop- 
erty (including an electric typewriter , typewriter table, office 
clock and other fixtures) to the Service to help us serve our 
customers . 


10. Insurance Protection for Consultants . In November or 
December 1973, Mr. Virgil Hancock lost a package containing 
two gold coins sent to him for authentication. He accepted the 
coins in behalf of ANACS, with no guarantee of legal immunity 
in event of loss. The package containing these coins was left 
on a restaurant table, and although they were recovered by a 
restaurant employee and turned over to the manager, when Mr. 
Hancock returned to the restaurant an hour or so later, the 
package was missing. 

In November 1973 another consultant received an early 
American copper coin in a shipment of perhaps 15 pieces from 
ANACS. This coin was misplaced, and as of this date has not 
been located. The question of liability has not been resolved, 
but I go on record as believing that our consultants, who serve 
without compensation, should be protected by ANACS from 
liability from any losses they may incur in our service except 
those involving gross or wilful negligence. 


I recommend that, for the immediate future, ANACS accept 
financial responsibility for consultant-related losses as 
described above. A meeting has been scheduled for February 26 
or 28 with a Chicago representative of the insurance firm which 
now offers dealer insurance, collection insurance, etc., 
through ANA, at ANACS. We hope to find a way to protect ANACS 
and its consultants from such unexpected losses in the future.

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To correct this weakness, I recommend that Eve Littman, 
ANACS office manager , be authorized to co sign c ec s in 
amounts over $150? exclusively for the following three purposes 

(A) Transfer of funds from ANACS' Washington account 

to Colorado Springs. 

(B) Checks drawn to the Postmaster for postal meter 

settings . 


(C) Emergency checks only when authorized by the ANA 
President or Executive Director by telephone or 
in writing. 


Further, I want the Board to know that it is often essen- 
tial for me to sign from one to eight blank checks prior to 
leaving for an ANA Convention or merely when I must be out of 
the office for several hours. If no signed checks are avail 
able, coin shipments to contain refunds cannot be packaged 
and mailed. Consultant coin shipments cannot go out, because 
return postage checks can't be drawn. C.O.D. deliveries o 
the office must be rejected. 


Accordingly, I strongly recommend that Eve Littman be 
permitted to sign checks up to $150. 

14 . safe Deposit Box Access . The following individuals 
presently are authorized to have access to the ANACS safe 
deposit box:

This list is too long and, instead of strengthening 
security, actually weakens it. Only the ANACS Director and 
Office Manager have ever entered the safe deposit box. 

I recommend that authorization to enter the safe deposit 
box be restricted to the following three individuals: 

ANACS Director 

ANACS Office Manager 

ANA Finance Committee Chairman

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15. Film Storage and Employee Benefits . Authorization 
is requested to purchase a small refrigerator to be installed 
at ANACS headquarters for the following reasons: 

(A) Mr. Fred Frank, who processed all ANACS film for 
16 months, recommended that we refrigerate all 
stored film to prevent deterioration from heat 
and humidity. Office temperatures on summer 
weekends frequently exceed 90 degrees. 

(B) ANACS staff members usually bring their lunches 
and work through their lunch hours, to increase 
production, to avoid having to wait in cafeteria 
lines, and to avoid paying the current high 
restaurant prices in the Washington area. 

A suitable refrigerator can be acquired for $100 or less.

Gentlemen: 


You have submitted for an opinion a 1792 copper Voight Cent with 
uniform consistency (no silver plug) . Its weight is 84 grains which is 
higher than normal. Its specific gravity is 7.6, which is much too low for 
a genuine coin, whether it is a copper-silver combination or only copper. 

The coin has no vibration sound when tapped. The obverse is strong and 
clear while the reverse is so weak that many parts are unreadable. This 
cannot result from wear. The surfaces are lightly scratched throughout. 

The obverse has a long scratch from the right side of E in PARENT to and 
above top of 2 and then curving over balance of date. The planchet is too thick 

The obverse has a faint trace of the outline of a plug of the same 
size and at the same position as the silver center cent, and there are small 
depressions in the neck and on the jaw line along this outline. The reverse 
has an oval open trench of the size and in the position of a silver center 
cent plug perimeter, the more deeply sunk portion being from 10 o'clock to 
5 o'clock clockwise. This trench is exactly the type of trench on the reverse 
of the silver center cent in the Judd pattern book and arose because the 
silver plug did not fit perfectly in the copper planchet. The obverse is not 
from the Judd piece. Because there is no plug in the submitted piece, it is 
obvious that both faces are cast from a piece or pieces with plugs. 

The diagonal milling on the edge has been rolled on after the piece 
was made. This is contrary to coining procedure. The troughs between the 
edge reeds are visible from both surfaces and should not be. The edge treat- 
ment after coinage indicates that this was used to conceal a joinder line 
between the two electrotype sides. 

The coin before edge milling was possibly copper plated to eliminate 
any joinder line or joinder defect. The plating might have been after milling. 

The submitted piece was produced by making electros from casts of 
the surfaces of one or two silver center cents. It is filled between molds 
of these surfaces. It was then milled. The difference in quality between 
obverse and reverse is the result of trying to create a coin which cannot 
be compared to both surfaces of the same coin.
